In February, 1899, Elbert Hubbard wrote an essay, 
“Message to Garcia,” which attracted widespread attention in 
the USA and world. Published in the small Phillistine 
magazine, the essay was soon being reprinted millions of 
times over in dozens of languages..It is still a popular piece 
today, finding its way regularly into factory newsletters and 
courses which train junior executives to serve large 
corporations. 

The essay begins with a story from the Spanish-American 
war: 

“When war broke out between Spain and the United 
States, it was very necessary to communicate quickly with 
the leader of the Insurgents. Garcia was somewhere in the 
mountain vastnesses of Cubano one knew where. No mail 
or telegraph could reach him. The President must secure his 
cooperation, and quickly... i 

“Someone said to the President, ‘There is a fellow by the 
name of Rowan who will find Garcia for you, if anybody 
can.’ 

“Rowan was sent for and given a letter to be delivered to 
Garcia. (He) took the letter, sealed it up in an oilskin pouch, 
strapped it over his heart, in four days landed off the coast of 
Cuba from an open boat, disappeared into the jungle, and in 
three weeks came out on the other side of the island, having 
traversed a hostile country on foot, and delivered his letter to 
Garcia.” 


That is the essay’s opening, but from this point on it cases 
discussing Rowan’s feat directly. Rather, with ringing 
rhetoric the essay proceeds to laud loyalty, disparge 
book-learning, and assert that nine out of every ten men are 
imbeciles and do-nothings. Hubbard praises employers, 
denounces employees, preaches the survival of the fittest, 
implies that asking questions is idiotic and striking for higher 
wages is immoral. 

Quite a lot of mileage from one war story! It would be 
easier to appraise the essay if Hubbard had made it clear just 
what he was really writing about. Nonetheless, there is much 
in the short essay that seems quite correct; if read judiciously 
it could remind one that reliability and competence are much 
needed in human relations. But it would be easy to take all 
the wrong lessons from the essay. 

Probably the most questionable admonition in Hubbard’s 
essay is his great emphasis on unquestioning loyalty: 

“Tt is not book-learning young men need, nor instruction 
about this and that, but a stiffening of the vertebrae which 
will cause them to be loyal to a trust, to act promptly, 
concentrate their energies: do the thing—“‘Carry a message to 
Garcia.” 

Hubbard failed to distinguish between loyalty blindly given 
and loyalty given with strict discernment of whether a cause 
or institution deserves loyalty. Indeed, he would seem to 
prefer the former. ; 

During the Russo-Japanese War of 


1905, the Tsarist 


government delivered copies of ““Message to Garcia’ to every 
soldier on the front. The Japapense found the booklets in the 
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afterthoughts 


possession of Russian prisoners and promptly translated it 
and sent it to their soldiers! . 

How ironic that two conflicting sides could use the essay 
with equal enthusiasm. Loyalty and diligence are indeed 
two-edged swords— amoral in and of themselves, they take 
on moral meaning only in accordance with the thing they are 
directed toward. It is possible to be loyal to the devil. 

The Japanese Mikado even ordered a copy of the essay sent 
to every employee of the government. The world’s other 
autocrats and tyrants should have done so, too. George III 
ought to have sent the essay to the colonials in reply to 
Thomas Paine. Quit asking questions over there, quit being 
unruly good-for-nothings; shoulders to the wheel and build 
the British Empire! 

At the Nuremberg war trials, the major defense of most of 
the Nazis tried was that they were not morally responsible 
for their crimes, since they were committed under orders 
from a superior. The tribunal did not accept the argument- it 
would ultimately have left but one man responsible for the 
whole Nazi horror. In truth, every German who reconciled 
himself with Hitler, who helped take that particular “message 
to Garcia” were at least partly responsible for the 
consequences. Almost the only moral hope left for Germany 
in 1945 were those few individuals during the long 12 years 
prior who had not been loyal, who had not worked diligently 
for those above them, who had asked question after question 
after question. They were the resistance movement—if only 
there had been more of them. 

In our ‘‘Happy Valley” we speak much of the 
“old-fashioned” virtues of diligence, loyalty, dependability 
and self-reliance. They are indeed important virtues when 
directed toward the building of Zion and the Kingdom. But 
let us remember that many a Mammon-seeker is diligent, that 
loyalty to corrupt men and institutions is a sin, and that 
self-reliance often means only trusting in the arm of flesh. 
Along with the cultivation of “old-fashioned virtues” must 
come a finely-tuned moral sensitivity and insistence on 
questioning and exploring the morality of all our actions and 
loyalties. 

‘““Moral sensitivity” means more than knowing that 
Sabbath-breaking, pornography and alcohol are sins. These 
are usually black-and-white questions in which the rightness 
or wrongness of a particular course are easily discernible. 
Because of “‘gospel discussions” so often center around such 
questions, we risk coming to believe all questions are so 
simple. But we live in an increasingly complex world, where 
unquestioning loyalty to government, political party, 
corporation president or ideological cliche may mean 
disaster. 

John “BYU” Smith graduates and accepts a job with a 
large corporation in the east. He works loyally and diligently, 
puts in long hours—only to learn the entire operation has 
been fraudulent. A discerning eye would have spotted the 
embezzlement much sooner—but John was too busy being 
a good employee. 

John pays his tithing. John cannot understand why some 
unpatriotic people keep ‘pressing for the impeachment of a 
national president and vice-president. John goes to church. 
John lauds America’s greatness in unqualified terms~not 
seeing her crying need to repentance, lest she lose that 
greatness. 

John doesn’t smoke. John enters real estate and uses every 
method he can to obtain and sell land, but always checks 
with his lawyer first to make sure he breaks no law. His legal 
record stays clean; widows and orphans lose their homes. 
John does not even realize his standard is double. 

We ought not cease for a moment our efforts to keep the 
commandments of God in the personal sphere of our lives, 
but we must realize they pervade all spheres of life. 

We cannot remain in “Happy Valley” forever. If we are to 
be leaders in the world, the world must feel the strength of 
our moral and ethical concern in each of the myriad issues 
confronting industrial society. 
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attracts alumni crowd

The cold morning air chilled those who had gathered in 
front of the old Training Building on lower campus. In the 
dim light it was hard to imagine the members of the small 
group who sipped hot chocolate, would soon grow into the 
estimated 4,000 to march.in the Centennial Parade. 

Suddenly, the whole lower campus came alive as throngs of 
people arrived. Senior citizens and students and college 
professors dressed in graduation gowns. Excitement grew as 
20 old fashioned cars of the Utah Valley Car Club drove up, 
their passengers dressed in styles of different historical eras. 
The parade formed in line behind the color guard and the 
Sauer Band, representative of the old Brigham Young 
Academy band, striked up ‘When it’s Springtime in the 
Rockies.” 

President Spencer W. Kimball, of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints arrived riding in a Red 1906 
Cadillac with Sister Kimball. Dressed in a black derby and 
striped riding jacket President Kimball shook hands with 
those near him as the car slowly moved towards the front of 
the procession. “It’s wonderful,” said President Kimball 
waving to parade members, 

Behind President Kimball drove his secretary, 
Haycock, in a tan 1912 electric carriage. 

President Wilkinson and his wife followed in a red Model 
T. Ford driven by Allen Furguson, alumnus who 
accompanied by Loren Wheelright, chairman of the 
Centennial Committee. When asked what he thought about 
the parade President Wilkinson said “‘It’s cold, if you really 
want to know!” 

The alumni followed starting with a group representing 
1893 to 1929. “Anybody born last century line up here,” 
said Fred Markham as he held up a purple banner inscribed 
‘Perfection is our aim,” 

“Rach graduate year is represented by a banner, and 
alumni groups follow behind,” said Ronald G. Hyde, alumni 
director. When questioned about the year’s representatives 
since 1875 Hyde said “‘You only have to be 120 years old to 
be in the first group.” “This only happened every 100 years.” 

Possibly the oldest participant in the parade was William 
W. Allen, 91 who was a carpenter by trade, a graduate of 
BYA. “I walked over a mile yesterday getting into shape for 
the parade,” he said marching steadily forward. He told 
about classes in book keeping and penmanship he took at 
BYA. 

As the parade made its way up the old campus road which 
tarts at the intersection of 800 N. 200 East, crowds gathered 
to watch the procession. Alumni and representatives of each 
college followed behind in a two-block train. 2 

As President Kimball’s car passed the victory bell on upper 
campus drive, the bell tolled and the Cougar Band started 
playing “Rise and Shout the Cougars are Out.” 

Two former BYU student body. officers, Monroe and 

Quinn Mckay reminisced about the good old days at BYU. 
“There was more involvement with the student body at that 
time,” said Quinn referring to 1953 to 1956. 
As the procession approached the Marriott Center, the 
BYU orchestra played “We Thank.Thee Oh God For A 
Prophet,” as President Kimball’s car passed. The Centennial 
Founders Day March had come to an end.

BYU had 20 first downs to 
Air Force’s 24. The Falcon’s 
leading rusher was 
quarterback Mike Worden, 
with 83 yards in 13 carries. 
For the Y, Blanc was the 
leading rusher with 75 yards 
im-oS = capmics: and. One 
touchdown. 

VanDerWouden grabbed 
five Nielsen passes for 109 
yards, and Nilsson caught 
seven for 95. 


BYU couldn’t get past its 
own 23-yard line following 
the opening kick-off. Air 
Force then moved quickly 
into the lead, 7-0, going 53 
yards in nine plays.

Defensive end Marcus 
Kanahele recovered an Air 
Force fumbled on the 
Falcon’s 44 in the third 
quarter. Seven plays and 57 
yards later, Nielsen threw 10 
yards to Nilsson to tie the 
score at 14-14. 

The last two Cougar scores 
were set up on long passes 
from Nielsen to flanker 
VanDerWouden. Nielsen 
handed off to AhYou both 
times, who went straight up 
the middle from the one.

Houston, Texas, and when 
her husband’s business 
transferred him to Salt Lake 
City, they decided to settle in 
Pleasant Grove and send their 
children to the private school. 
Even though the academic 
program at the school is 
fOOdn there ane sat ew 
drawbacks, she says. One is a 
social problem for her 
children, who have had a bit 
of trouble fitting into the 
neighborhood and LDS ward. 
“The kids are more serious 
about learning and answer 
more questions in Sunday 
School. It sets them apart, 
and sometimes they’re 
ridiculed.” 

Mrs. Keith clains dealing 
with social problems makes 
her children stronger.

New school of thought

It is a red brick building, 
fronting on a-quiet, 
residential street, and up until 
six years ago, it housed the 
congregation of the Pleasant 
Grove LDS Second Ward. 
Now it has a chain link fence 
around it, and it is busiest not 
on Sunday, but Monday 
through Friday, when _ the 
voices of children fill the 
yard. 

The wooden double doors, 
topped by a narrow stained 
glass window, open into a 
small foyer, covered with 
gray carpeting worn ragged 
by the ceaseless parade of 
children who scuttle across it 
every day. 

It has the typical school 


smells of chalk, kids, and 
textbooks, but American 
Heritage is not a_ typical 


school. The one-time chapel 
is lined with books—it still 
has pews in it, and they serve 
now as seats for school 
assemblies. The bishop’s 
office is now a combination 
principal’s-secretary’s office. 
The Sunday School rooms are 
filled with children ranging 
from kindergarten to the 
tenth grade who sit on old 
pine desks and diligently 
study what their teachers call 
“the basics.” 

Mrs. Glenna Peterson, 
principal of the school, is a 
housewife, as are many of the 
women who teach at the 
school in exchange for their 
children’s tuition. The school 
is a parental effort to free 
their children from the state 
control exercised in the 
public schools, to control 
what and how their children 
learn, to choose to put prayer 
and recognition of the 
“existence and omnipotence 
of- God”. back in the 
classroom. 

“We can teach the LDS 
religion wherever it applies. 
We can have prayer. We don’t 
want to teach evolution or 


sex education,” says the 
principal. : 

Mrs. Peterson says the state 
has tried to interfere in the 
form of legislation requiring 
licensing of private schools. 
Four times in the last six 
years she has gone to the 
capitol to fight the bill—it 
was defeated all four times. 
“The state has no perogative 
to dictate to us,” Mrs. 
Peterson. dieclare’s . 
“Legislation like that would 
place us under the control of 
our competitors.” 

Mrs. Joyce Hansen, an 
accreditation specialist at the 
Utah State Board of 
Education, says the bill 
would, if ever passed, set only 
safety and sanitation 
standards for the schools, and 
insure basic educational 
rights. As it stands now, she 
says, private schools need 
never tell the state board of 
their existence but only 
comply with individual 
community zoning and 
business laws. 

But independence from 
state control is part of the 
Schools yovetning 
philosophy. Mrs. Peterson 
explains the children are 
taught responsibility for their 
own welfare and that it is 
wrong to rely on the state. 
They are taught respect for 
the Constitution and 
Founding Fathers. Mrs. 
Velma Keith, a third grade 
teacher who has four of her 
five children in the school 
says, ‘‘Self-discipline built 
those great men, and we want 
to teach them that.” They are 
taught respect for authority, 
civic and individual 
responsibility, courtesy and 
‘fall the old-fashioned 
virtues.” 
abide by strict standards of 
dress and deportment.

The parents seem to be

school’s 152 students come 
from northern Utah County, 
some come from as far south 


as Salem. Families have 


moved from Michigan and 
northern Idaho to be near the 
school. Mrs. Peterson tells of 
one family who had lived 
north of the point of the 
mountain but sent their child 
to American Heritage. The 
child, though in the seventh 
grade, was behind in math 
and had no ability to work 
with ratios or proportions. In - 
three months she had moved 
up five grade levels. “She was 
a brilliant girl but had never 
had any personal instruction. 
The mother came to Mrs. 
Peterson and, not knowing of 
the drastic improvement, said 
she’d have to take her child 
out of the school because it 
wasn’t feasible to cross point 
of the mountain in the 
winter. Mrs. Peterson showed 
her the test scores, and the 
family moved nearer the 
school. 


The whole school studies 
math and English at the same 
time each day to. enable 
students to go to their level in 
the subjects. A third grader 
may study math with a fifth 
grade, or a fifth grader may 
study English with the 
fourth. 

The school is the sole 
reason the Henderson family 
moved from St. Maries, 
Idaho, three years ago. 
They’re in American. Fork 
now and are sending three of 
their children: to American 
Heritage. Vicki Henderson, 
16 years old and in the 
eleventh grade, says she loves 
the school. ““You’re more of 
an individual here. It really 
develops your personality and 
helps you to know why 
you’re here. You don’t have 
to conform.” 

Mrs. Lutie Larson, an art 
and home education teacher 
says they’d heard about. the 
American Heritage School in 
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Children listen attentively to their teacher at the American Heritage school in Pleasant 
Grove. The school is a private institution, established by parents desirous of eliminating 
state control of their children’s education.

Mission

“Do you realize, brethren 
and sisters, that in this 
city—the headquarters of the 
Che roh — there jare 
approximately 50,000 people 
who know very little about 
the gospel of Jesus Christ? 
They are our neighbors; they 
are our Father’s children; 
they are identified with the 
other churches, or else they 
do not belong to any church; 
but I think I am safe in saying 
that ninety per cent of them 
have no idea what the gospel 
of Jesus Christ really is. I 
believe that the greatest 
mission field in all the world 
is in the valleys of these great 
mountains. .. 

These words were spoken 
in General Conference 49 
years ago by President George 
Albert Smith. His counsel 
continued; It is not 
necessary for you to be called 
to go into the mission field in 
order to proclaim the truth. 

“Within the last year, I 
have had the privilege of 
meeting and conversing on 
the gospel with some men 
who live in this community,

‘Why,’ he said to me, “Mr. 
Smith, that is beautiful to 
me. I think you ought to send 
your missionaries to such as I 
am, right here in Salt Lake 
City. *He- told me-he 
employed members of our 
Church, some-returned 
missionaries, and none of 
them had ever spoken to him 
about the gospel. 

“Are we performing the 
labor that the Lord has 
entrusted to our care? Do we 
sense the responsibility that is 
upon us? Or are we idly 
floating downstream, going 
with the tide, taking it for 
granted that in the last day, 
we will be redeemed?” 

The message of President 
George Albert Smith has new 
meaning for the residents of 
Utah today. ; 

July 1 marked the opening 


of the Utah, Salt Lake City 
Mission, with the goal of 
teaching the gospel to the 
States more han 
400,000-plus nonmember 
population. The work force is 
made of 84 missionaries 
brought to Utah from nearby 
missions in Idaho, Arizona 
and Colorado. That number 
will be expanded to around 
100 by the end of October 
and will eventually reach 
about 140 missionaries. 

For residents in central 
Utah, the new mission means 
the first time in many years 
that full-time missionaries 
will actively proselyte in their 
cities. : 

The mission is presided 
over by President Ernest 
Eberhard, Jr. a man first 
called in 1973 to guide the 
Oregon Mission. He was then

called to preside over a newly 
formed Idaho Mission and 
called still again in 1975 to 
head up the new Utah 
Mission. 

After extensive travels, 
Pres. Eberhard now has the 
unique opportunity of living 
in his own home in Bountiful 
as he serves. The church has 
rented his brother‘s 
retirement home as a mission 
office, since his brother’s 
recent call to serve a mission. 

Pres. Eberhard views his 
missionaries as _ catalysts. 
Since two full-time elders 
were assigned at the Salt Lake 
Visitor’s Center, tour guides 
have given out five times as 
many copies of the Book of 
Mormon. “The elders can 
recognize the honest 
searchers,” he said. 

One stake president 
reported that since full-time 
elders were assigned to his 
stake, sacrament meeting 
attendance has increased by 
10 per cent. In a Roy, Utah 
ward, the elders so impressed 
a priest’s quorum that about 
30 of them cut their hair and 
were ready to help with the 
proselyting effort. 

During July, the first 
month the mission was in 
operation, it baptized 96 
people. One hundred 
forty-three: were baptized in 
August and 140 in 
September. This is unusual 
since it is occurring in the 
state that houses not only 
Church headquarters, but also 
one-third of the total stakes 
of the church.
